End of plague in Aden—Total number of cases and deaths since the outbreak. 


ADEN, ARABIA, July 10, 1900. 


Sir: I have to report that Aden has been officially declared free from 
plague. The last-reported case was in June 25, and the last discharge 
from the plague hospital, on an isolated island, occurred July 3. 

There have been 714 cases and 575 deaths from plague officially 
declared here since February 22, 1900, the date of its appearance.

Condition of the pest and measures against it. 


German Empire.—The regulation of August 22, 1899, in regard to restrictions of 
imports from Portugal, was annulled by Imperial edict of June 15, 1900. Ships coming 
from Smyrna are subject to sanitary police control. 

Greece.—By Royal decree of June 17 (30), 1900, there was ordered for arrivals from 
Oporto, which had left that port since June 13 (26), 1900, a ten days’ quarantine to be 
absolved in the hospital at Delos, besides disinfection of the ship and of the luggage of 
passengers and crew. Entry of merchandise from Oporto is prohibited. 

Italy.—The ocean sanitary regulation of the royal ministry of the interior, from date 
of July 9, 1900, canceled the prohibition of May 7, 1897, as to the import of salted 
hides, claws, and hoofs from pest-infected regions. 

German Antilies.— Arrivals trom Port Said, as well as ships which had come in contact 
with vessels from this port, are subject to a fourteen days’ quarantine. Besides this, the 
importation of the following articles from said port are prohibited: Rags, used wadding, 
paper refuse, hair, hides, old sacks, carpets, embroideries, hoofs, wool, raw silk ; 
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further, soiled linen, worn clothing, used bed clothes, excepting when entered as lug- 
gage, in which case they are subject to disinfection. 

Turkey.—In Smyrna further cases of plague were noted from July 1 to July 8. As 
the land quarantine restricted to Smyrna and vicinity seriously injured trade and traffic 
in the Vilajet Aidin, the chief sanitary board in Constantinople resolved, in response to 
the proposition of the Vali of Aidin, to extend the ten days’ quarantine ordered for 
arrivals from the coast territory between New Phocza and Scalanuova to the entire dis- 
trict of Dikili in the north as far as Gheronda in the south. 

In Beirut 5 workmen in a conserve factory have fallen ill under suspicious cireum- 
stances. As the symptoms appeared simultaneously after a meal taken in company, it 
is believed that gastric disturbances may be the cause. 

The case reported as suspicious in Milas has proved to be a gland inflammation con- 
sequent on a neglected wound on the foot. 

t.—From Alexandria comes the report, after an interval of seventeen days’ free- 
dom from the plague, of another fatal case on July 18. 

In Port Said 3 cases of illness and 1 of death from plague occurred from June 28 to 
July 3, 1900. 

Arabia.—In Djiddah, during the week from July 3 to July 9, 1900, 3 cases of death 
occurred from the plague in Jambo ; no further case has been noted since June 13. In 
Aden the epidemic is dying out ; from June 30 to J uly 7, no new case of the plague was 
noted. 

Persia.—According to a telegraphic communication from Teheran of July 11, 1900, 4 
cases of illness and 2 deaths from the plague occurred during the previous fortnight in 
Sofi-Abad, a village in the district of Djivanro. 

British India.—In Bombay, during the two consecutive weeks from June 18 to July 2, 
1900, there occurred, respectively, 145 and 84 cases of illness, and 92 and 50 deaths 
from plague. 

Australia.—Of the 2 cases of plague reported from Adelaide the one was cured and the 
other is still under treatment in the isolation hospital. Further cases of illness were 
not observed. 

Brazil.—In Rio de Janeiro, during the time from June 20 to June 25, 1900, 29 cases 
of illness and 16 deaths from plague were shown. Since start of the epidemic (middle 
of April, present year), 197 cases of illness occurred in all; of these 76 with fatal issue. 

Argentine Republic.—The government has ordered a ten days’ quarantine for arrivals 
from Rio de Janeiro, and one of five days for arrivals from Santos. Arrivals from Rio 
Grande do Sul, where several yellow fever cases have occurred, are subjected, in agree- 
ment with the Government of Uruguay, to an eight days’ quarantine. The Governments 
of Brazil, Paraguay, and Uruguay have raised the quarantine measures ordered for 
arrivals from the Argentine Republic.

Reports from Rio de Janeiro. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, July 16, 1900. 
General mortality reports for the half year ended June 30, 1900. 


Sir: The interest excited here by the plague has assumed such pro- 
portions as to dwarf that in other infectious diseases prevailing at the 
same time. 

I herewith make a general report of the deaths from infectious dis- 
eases for the last half year. 

Accesso pernicioso, a disease of uncertain classification, which may 
embrace yellow fever, malaria, sunstroke, and others of which there is 
no diagnosis, the term being used in spite of all criticism by physicians 
as cause of death, shows the following result:

In regard to this disease, it is to be remarked that it prevailed in a 
very limited degree, and that the number of cases was also small. 
Although there have been comparatively few cases, they have been 
generally of a virujent character. The percentage of mortality was 
unusually large. 

The summer was exceptionally mild with heavy rains, and to this 
fact may be attributed the comparative mildness of the disease, as has 
been proved by experience. 

It is also worthy of remark that at Santos yellow fever has spread to 
a very limited extent, but that the mortality bas been comparatively 
large. 

The epidemic prevailed extensively at Sorocaba, in the State of Sao 
Paulo, in the months of January, February, and March. At other 
towns in Sao Paulo there were cases, which, however, were not numerous. 

In the State of Minas an extraordinary circumstance has been the 
appearance of yellow fever at Iniz de Fora, which hitherto has been 
exempt from that disease. 

The prevailing opinion in medical circles, that yellow fever makes 
its appearance only on seacoasts and along the banks of rivers, can no 
longer be applied to Brazil, for in this country it has appeared at points 
distant from the coast and from the rivers and even in the mountainous 
districts. 

For the first time yellow fever has made its appearance in the city of 
Rio Grande do Sul, in the State of the same anne, but was fortunately 
soon extinguished. 

Yellow fever has frequently spread from Rio de Janeiro and Santos 
to Montevideo and Buenos Ayres, and a number of deaths have occurred 
among the passengers on the steamers leaving those Brazilian ports. 

Smallpox has been extinguished at Rio de Janeiro, but in 1897 it 
reappeared, having been imported from Bahia by soldiers who had 
contracted the disease during the war in that State. The number of 
deaths during the half year in this city was as follows:

Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of cablegram, through 
Acting Asst. Surg. J. G. Thomas, at Limon, instructing me to prohibit 
passenger traffic on fruit vessels to the United States. 

The situation has not improved, 2 additional cases of yellow fever 
having appeared in the immediate neighborhood of the Bielig case. 
One of these cases is in the person of a young German, clerk, whose 
condition is now grave. The other, a mild case, was thatof a lady from 
Novia Scotia, and is now on the road to recovery.

Sir: I have the honor to submit report for the week ended July 28. 
The following vessels have been inspected during the week: July 23, 
George Dumois, Jentoft, 17 crew, no passengers, to Mobile. July 25, 2thel- 
wold, Henshaw, 25 crew, no passengers, to Baltimore; Kitty, Marten- 
sen, 19 crew, no passengers, to Mobile via Limon. July 28, Colombia, 
Hertzberg, 17 crew, no passengers, to Philadelphia; Yumuri, Boe, 17 
crew, no passengers, to Philadelphia.

Sir: [ have the honor to report that, during the week ended August 
4, 1900, 14 deaths have occurred in this city, from the following causes : 
Tuberculosis, 6; paralysis, 1; gastro enteritis, 1; mitral insufficiency, 2; 
meningitis, 1; paludism,1; alcoholism, 1; cardiac asthma, 1. Nine 
of these deaths were in the civil hospital. Death rate for the week, 
18.25. The health of the city continues good.+ No contagious diseases 
reported during the week. The death rate for the week is the lowest 
but one reported this year. I made a sanitary inspection of the city 
during the week and found the greater part to be in a very fair condi- 
tion. In the remaining part, which is situated on low and principally 
made land, the condition is not so good, the streets being muddy and 
having numerous pools of stagnant water, but until proper sewers and 
drainage can be established, this objectionable feature can not be obvi- 
ated. The case of yellow fever removed from the transport Sedgwick on 
July 19 was released from the detention camp on the 28th, and after 
receiving a bath and having his clothing disinfected was returned to 
his command at Rowell Barracks. When the diagnosis was made in the 
above case, I wrote the post surgeon at Rowell Barracks, advising that 
a careful examination be made of all soldiers reporting sick at the hos- 
pital ; this has been done and up to date nothing out of the ordinary 
has been seen. 

Eighteen vessels, crew and passengers, have been inspected at this 
port during the week. Six vessels have been issued bills of health for 
ports outside this district during the week. No alien steerage passen- 
gers landed at this port during the week. 

The following is a report of the work at this station during the month 
of July: Eighty-six deaths in city, including 22 deaths in the civil hos 
pital ; 60 vessels inspected ; 1,286 persons, comprising crews of vessels, 
inspected; 1,220 passengers inspected; 7 immigrants landed at this 
port after inspection; 30 bills of health issued; 2 vessels disinfected ; 
91 health certificates issued to passengers; 236 pieces baggage disin- 
fected and labeled ‘‘Disinfected;’’ 87 pieces baggage inspected and 
passed and labeled ‘Inspected and passed.”’

Reports from Havana. 


HAVANA, CuBA, July 30, 1900. 


Srr: I have the honor to submit the following report of the transac- 
tions at this station for the week ended July 28, 1900: 

During the past few days I have been in more or less constant consultation 
with the military authorities arranging for the handling and disinfection 
of the baggage of the First Infantry, which is under order for the United 
States. Four companies, E, F, G, and H, are stationed at Pinar del Rio, 
and 4 companies, J, K, L, and M, are at Guanajay. The first official 
report of yellow fever at Pinar del Rio was made on July 24, but rumor 
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was two or three days in advance. There were 8 or 9 deaths before 
suspicion was aroused and the disease had gained considerable headway 
before its true nature was recognized. There have been thus far 14 
deaths among the soldiers at Pinar del Rio and 1 at Guanajay. It is 
impossible to give the number of cases, as the disease has prevailed in 
the town as well as in the barracks at Pinar del Rio. On the 22d Major 
Havard, the chief surgeon, ordered the 8 companies into camp and they 
have been under observation eversince. I arranged with Major Havard 
to have the bulk of the baggage delivered to us for disinfection in 
advance, so that there would be no delay on the day of sailing, leaving 
the blanket rolls and small hand baggage for disinfection on the last 
day. Baggage of the officers and families will be disinfected at the 
shore plant and the rest on the barge Sanatur. A large number of boxes 
and field desks, containing quartermaster’s records and other papers 
were passed, being shipped through, via New Orleans, to San Francisco 
in bond. 

The official report of the sanitary department for the week ended 
July 25 gives 9 deaths from yellow fever in Havana. 

Both of our disinfecting plants have been heavily taxed in the past 
week and a large amount of baggage has been handled. Since the 23d 
of the month I have been disinfecting, in addition to the baggage bound 
south, all of the baggage leaving Havana fur New York. 

During the disinfection of the Florida baggage on the steam disin- 
fecting barge Sanator July 28 a trunk with a false bottom was dis- 
covered, containing a blanket, sheets, pillowcases, etc., fabrics which 
are not permitted entry into Florida. They were removed, disinfected, 
and retained. The fact was chalked upon the trunk and noted upon 
the bill of health. On board the Mascotte I questioned the owner, a 
poor woman, who claimed that she knew no better. She was from 
Havana, going to Tampa. 

I inclose the usual mortality table and the reports of disinfection of 
vessels and inspection of vessels and immigrants.

Disinfectiqn of effects of the First Infantry. 


HAVANA, CUBA, August 6, 1900. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report of the transac- 
tions of this station for the week ended August 4, 1900: 

There were 7 deaths from yellow fever during the week, 1 American 
and 6 among Spaniards. 

The transport Rawlins left here at midnight of the 2d instant with 37 
passengers, 9 officers, and 300 men of the First Infantry. The disinfec- 
tion of their baggage, consisting of trunks, dry-goods boxes, chests, 
and household goods was the largest undertaking we have had this 
season. The bulk of their baggage, amounting to more than 1,000 pieces, 
had to be disinfected. A few crated pieces containing plain wood furni- 
ture and buggies and ordinance were passed after inspection. Both 
plants were taxed to their utmost. After hard work, lasting until mid- 
night, everything was completed, and we were able to give the vessel 
clearance. On inspection of the vessel and crew on the afternoon 
before sailing, 2 sick men were taken off and sent to hospital. Neither 
of these cases was suspicious of yellow fever, but it was thought advis- 
able to send them to hospital for treatment. 

The Spanish brigantine Prudente from Rosario arrived off the Morro 
on July 31, 1900, and was boarded outside by Acting Asst. Surg. D. E. 
Dudley. She had been at Rosario three or four days alongside the 
wharf, taking in provisions... Her cargo of jerked beef was from La 
Paz. As I could not spare a medical officer to disinfect and quarantine 
her at Mariel, I ordered her to Tortugas, sending sufficient sulphur for 
the work. 

On account of another outbreak of yellow fever (2 cases) at the 
Machina, the force at this station was ordered home on Saturday. 

I inclose the weekly mortuary statistics and reports of inspection and 
disinfection for the week.

Reports from Matanzas, Cardenas, and Fsabela de Sagua. 


MATANZAS, CUBA, August 15, 1900. 

Srr: I have the honor to submit herewith the following sanitary 
report of the quarantine district under my command during the week 
ended July 28, 1900: 

Matanzas.—Twenty-two deaths occurred in the city of Matanzas dur- 
ing the period covered by this report, showing a mortality of 25.34 per 
1,000. The principal causes of deaths were as follows: Tuberculosis, 
5; enteritis, 3; meningitis, 2; malaria, 2; senectude, 2; yelloW fever, 1; 
typhoid fever, 1; other causes, 6. The following cases of infectious or 
contagious character were reported: Typhoid fever, 1; infectious fever, 
1; yellow fever, 1; dysentery, 2. 

Three vessels arrived during the week and were passed without inspec- 
tion. One bill of health was issued to a foreign vessel. Thirty health 
certificates were issued to persons leaving the island; of these 17 via 
Havana. One hundred and eighty pieces of baggage were inspected and 
passed and 28 pieces were disinfected. 

Cardenas.—Acting Asst. Surg. Enrique Saez reports that 17 deaths 
occurred in Cardenas during the week. The principal causes of deaths 
were as follows: Tuberculosis, 5; enteritis, 2; cerebral congestion, 2 ; 
meningitis, 1; Bright’s disease, 1; atresia, 1; other causes, 5. The 
death rate during the week was 35.71. No cases of infectious or conta- 
gious character were reported. Eleven vessels arrived during the week ; 
4 of these were foreign vessels and 7 coasting vessels. Five bills of 
health were issued to foreign vessels. 

Isabela de Sagua.—Acting Asst. Surg. Pedro Garcia Riera reports 
that the death rate during the week in Sagua was 23.47 per 1,000. 
Three foreign vessels arrived and were inspected and passed. Four 
bills of health were issued to foreign vessels and 8 certificates of inspec- 
tion to coasting vessels. 

Caibarien.—No report has been received for the week. 

NoTe.—The death from yellow fever reported above as occurring in Matanzas is the 
same reported by wire under date of July 25 last ; the infection being clearly traced to 
Santa Clara. No new cases have thus far developed.

Str: I have the honor to make the following report of the sanitary 
condition of the fourth district of the island of Cuba for the week ended

Santiago.—There was a total of 14 deaths during this period, a 
decrease of 3 from the previous week. The following were the prin- 
cipal causes: Tuberculosis, 3; malarial fever, 2; typhoid, 1; meningitis, 
1; kidney disease, 1; pertussis, 1; other causes, 5; total, 14. Popula- 
tion, 43,000; mortality, 16.9. 

On July 26, 1900, the steamship Mortera was disinfected prior to 
departure for Porto Rican ports. Three immune certificates were issued 
to passengers and their baggage disinfected by steam. 

Owing to the marked increase of yellow fever in Havana I received 
instructions from the chief quarantine officer to inspect and, if neces- 
sary, disinfect all baggage origivating in Havana and arriving at this 
port. These instructions were put into force immediately. Iam also 
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disinfecting all baggage originating in Santa Clara Province, where it 
is reported yellow fever prevails. 

Manzanillo.—Acting Asst. Surg. R. de Socarras reports 3 deaths from 
the following causes: Tuberculosis, 1; cancer, 2; total, 3. Population, 
14,464; mortality, 10.8. Malarial fever and la grippe are reported as 
prevailing diseases. . 

Guantanamo.— Acting Asst. Surg. Luis Espin reports a total of 9 
deaths from the following causes: Typhoid fever, 1; tuberculosis, 1; 
grippe, 1; broncho-pneumonia, 1 ; pneumonia, 1; intestinal diseases, 3 ; 
cerebral congestion, 1; total, 9. Population, 18,000; mortality, 26. 

Daiquiri.—Acting Asst. Surg. Juan J. de Jongh reports no deaths. 
Malarial fever prevails in this port.

GERMANY. 


New and important rules for the care of lunatics in Hamburg. 


CoBuURG, GERMANY, July 18, 1900. 


Sir: For the last few years the German public has been trying hard 
to bring it about that laymen should participate in the care and man- 
agement of lunatics, etc. This idea has been realized in the new medi- 
cal regulations issued by the senate of the city of Hamburg. The rules 
say that all asylums for lunatics, idiots, and epileptics, whether of a 
public or private character, shall be subject to the supervision of a 
commission of the ** Medicinal collegium”’ (sanitary college), this com- 
mission to be made up of 5 persons, viz, 3 doctors and 2 lay members, 
elected directly by the citizens. It is the duty of this commission to 
thoroughly examine all public asylums once, and all private ones, twice 
a year without giving previous notice of when they are to make this 
examination. On these occasions the commissioners are entitled to col- 
lect all necessary information, and to look into the bouks and records 
of the insane, as well as all the certificates and medical records regarding 
thesame. Each and every person confined in such an establishment is 
allowed to address complaints to the commission, which must be for- 
warded by the directors of these houses, without any alteration whatso- 
ever. Every complaint must be accompanied by a written report of the 
medical director of the establishment dealing with the particulars of 
the complaint. The commission in its turn has to inform the official 
board (Behérde) under whose jurisdiction it stands, of every complaint 
it receives and how attended to or disposed of. It is hoped by these 
means to create an independent and impartial board (Instanz) which 
will be able to prevent the unlawful detention of persons in lunatic 
asylums, either public or private.

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 10, 1900. 


Srr: I have the honor to inform you that Count von Hacke, of the 
German embassy, called upon me this morning in regard to the reported 
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case of bubonic plague at Hamburg, as published in the Washington 
Evening Star of the 8th instant, and made the following oral statement : 

On the Hamburg steamer Rosario, en route from Cardiff to Hamburg, 
a steward became ill. It was supposed to be a case of typhoid fever. 
After the arrival of the steamer in Hamburg the steward was sent to a 
hospital. Some days later it was stated that the case was one of plague. 
The steward, as well as all persons who had been in contact with him, 
was immediately isolated. The steamer was disinfected and quaran- 
tined. The case was a sporadic one and brought into Hamburg. There 
have been no more cases of plague, and there is every hope that there 
will be no more cases in the future. This statement will give fuller 
explanation on the question than that of Dr. Ditz published in the 
Evening Star of the 8th instant, who states the case is a sporadic one 
and there is no danger to be apprehended therefrom.

CHRISTIANIA, July 20, 1900. 

A royal proclamation was made on the 17th instant, as follows: 

It is hereby proclaimed that, in compliance with paragraph 2 in law relating to quar- 
antine, the cities of Smyrna in Asia, Osaka in Japan, Rio de Janeiro in Brazil, and 
Melbourne, in Australia, shall, until further notice, be considered infected with the ori- 
ental plague, and the quarantine regulations laid down in said law and in circular of 
September 12, 1899, as regards plague, etc., are at once to take effect. 

At the same time it is also hereby proclaimed that the ports of Argentina, which in 
proclamation of March 10 this year, were declared infected with the plague, shall no 
longer be considered as so infected. 

With which all concerned respectfully have to comply. Which is hereby brought to 
public notice, while it must be remembered that according to prior proclamations of 
February 1, 1897, June 27, and August 22, 1899, and March 10, April 18, and May 23, 
1900, Arabia, Persia, India, China, Formosa, Mauritius, the Sandwich Islands, and New 
Caledonia, as well as the city of Sidney, in Australia, and the ports in Egypt and Manila, 
shall, until further notice, be considered infected with the oriental plague.

PERU. 


Yellow fever on the steamships Chili and Palena from Panama. 


Lima, PERU, July 19, 1900. 


Srr: I have the honor to inform the Department of State that during 
the past five or six weeks there has been great irregularity in traffic 
and the receipt of mails from Panama, due to the presence of yellow 
fever on the isthmus and precautions taken to prevent its spread by 
the port authorities to the south. The steamship Chili, of the Pacific 
Steam Navigation Company, which sailed from Panama on the 9th 
instant, arrived at Callao night before last. Between Panama and 
Guayaquil 5 passengers died of yellow fever, in consequence of which 
the ship was not received at the last-mentioned port; neither was it 
received at Paita, Peru, where it next called. Between that port and 
Salavessy, Peru, another passenger died and was buried at sea. Yester- 
day morning the Chili put out to sea a distance of 10 miles to bury 
a seventh passenger who died shortly before in the Bay of Callao. The 
Chili, after taking on board fresh water, provisions, ete., will con- 
tinue on her voyage to Valparaiso without being received at any 
Peruvian port. 

On the 14th instant the Palena of the Compafia Sud Americana de 
Vapores, arrived from Panama infected with yellow fever. Rather 
than submit to the prescribed quarantine at Callao, she proceeded to 
Arica; but the port authorities refusing to receive her there, continued 
onward toward Valparaiso. In the case of the two steamships men- 
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tioned, the mails, as well as passengers and freight, have not been dis- 
embarked in Peru.

TURKEY. 


A case suspected of being plague in Trebizond. 


ERZERUM, TURKEY, July 9, 1900. 
Sir: The British consul at Trebizond. in a report to the British 
embassy, dated June 27, 1900, gives the following account of a case at 
Trebizond showing certain symptoms suspected to be those of the plague : 
‘‘A bubonic swelling appeared now twenty days ago (June 7) below 
the right groin of a child 5 years old, the daughter of a Turkish boat- 
man living in the lower part of the town. The symptoms accompany- 


ing it were those of remittent fever, called locally ‘hava,’ which I 
understand supervened an attack of sunstroke. Dr. Papathpoulos, 
under whose treatment the child was from the first, noticed the bubo 
and spoke of it to the acting health officer, Dr. Spathoros, who imme- 
diately saw the patient and reported the case to Constantinople. Upon 
this the Sultan interviewed the Vali telegraphically and ordered him to 
hold a medical investigation as well as to take prophylactic measures. 
Nine doctors met in consultation and examined the child. Six of them 
diagnosed the illness to be remittent fever with glandular affection. 
The other 3, namely, the sanitary officer, Dr. Spathoros, the municipal 
physician, Dr. Zikki Bey, and a private practitioner, suspected the 
symptoms to be those of plague. The family, as a consequence, com- 
posed of 7 souls huddled together in a small room, were then and there 
quarantined. 

‘* Major Zia Bey, of the Constantinople Bacteriological Institute, arrived 
here on the 8th instant. His microscopic examination of the blood 
drawn from the swelling revealed no plague bacillus. He, however, 
continued to work alone in his laboratory until the day before yesterday 
when he came out with the announcement that 2 guinea pigs inoculated 
with the serum taken from the little patient died of plague. 

‘*Upon the receipt of the report of Major Zia Bey the sanitary council 
at Constantinople decided that arrivals from Trebizond are to be sub- 
jected to twenty-four hours’ quarantine with disinfection at either 
Synope or Kavakm and that a cordon within a zone of about 6 miles is 
to be placed around the city.”’ 

Under date of June 30, the British consul at Trebizond again writes 
the embassy: ‘‘The encampment of the afflicted family was the day 








a These figures are for the city proper, playa, and surrounding district of Ponce. 
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before yesterday removed, on my urgent request, to the much healthier 
locality of Boolopeh, a small table-land above the town. I visited it in 
my walk this evening, and saw the little patient running around appar- 
ently all right again. The mother who, while quarantined, gave birth 
to a child, is doing well and so are the other members of the family, 
none of whom can longer think themselves victimized, for at the expense 
of the municipal council they are having, on the whole, a very pleasant 
summer outing. 

‘*The cordon, respected only by the law abiding, is maintained in a 
half-hearted way. All the roads are closed except the one to Erzerum, 
along which traffic since yesterday has been allowed by the Porte, sub- 
ject to twenty-four hours’ observation at Malarajidglor.”’ 

As thirty-two days have now elapsed since this case appeared and no 
other occurring, it may be hoped that the 6 physicians were right in 
diagnosing it as remittent fever. 

The subject of the plague coming up during a visit by the governor- 
general to the consulate I translated to him into French, certain por- 
tions of the brochure by the Supervising Surgeon-General Marine 
Hospital Service, a copy having been sent me by the Department. His 
Excellency was so struck by the many valuable data it contains that he 
requested me to beg, in his name, the British consul to make a transla- 
tion into Turkish of such sections as might be of practical aid to the 
Government. This the consul, Mr. Harry H. Lamb, at once consented 
to do and the rules for public hygiene as given in the pamphlet are 
being carried out within the city. The governor-general was much 
astonished at the thoughtfulness of the Department of State in distribu- 
ting the brochure among its consuls.

Report from Constantinople. 
[Report No. 249. | 
Plague in the Turkish Provinces. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, July 20, 1900. 


Sir: Since the first appearance of bubonic plague in Smyrna, May 8, 17 
plague cases have been registered, of which 6 proved fatal. The last 
case occurred the 5th instant. Since then no fresh bubonic case has 
occurred. 

The 16th instant the sanitary physician at Beirut was invited by the 
governor-general of said town to visit 4 patients suffering from bubonic 
plague. I forward the telegrams by which said sanitary physician 
announces the fact and reports the symptoms, as well as the result of 
the bacteriological culture. 


Public health in Constantinople. 


In Constantinople the public health is rather good. Except an epi- 
demic of cholera infantum, I may say there is no other epidemic. The 
number of deaths registered from the 18th of last June to the 16th instant 
is 979, of which 3 were from diphtheria, 8 from measles, 21 from typhoid 
fever, and 30 from acute inflammation of the respiratory apparatus.

GREAT BRITAIN—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended July 28, 1900, 
correspond to an annual rate of 19.4 a thousand of the aggregate popu- 
lation, which is estimated at 11,610,296. The highest rate was recorded 
in Liverpool and West Ham, viz, 28.0, and the lowest in Derby, viz, 
11.1. 

London.—One thousand eight hundred and forty-six deaths were reg- 
istered during the week, including measles, 30; scarlet fever, 6; diph- 
theria, 27; whooping cough, 47; enteric fever, 13, and diarrhea and 
dysentery, 292. ‘The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 21.0 a thousand. In Greater London 2,516 deaths were regis- 
tered, corresponding to an annual rate of 19.7 a thousand of the popu- 
lation. Inthe ‘‘outer ring’’ the deaths included 16 from diphtheria, 14 
from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, and 26 from whooping cough. 

Treland —The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended July 28, 1900, in the 22 principal 
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town districts of Ireland was 18.2 a thousand of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,062,188. The lowest rate was recorded in Carrick- 
fergus, viz, 20.0, and the highest-in Galway, viz, 34.0 a thousand. In 
Dublin and suburbs 129 deaths were registered, including 1 from 
diphtheria. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended July 28, 1900, correspond to an annual rate of 17.5 a thousand of 
the population, which is estimated at 1,606,935. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Leith, viz, 10.6, and the highest in Paisley, viz, 19.3 
athousand.
